TO OUR STOCKHOLDERS: 


The financial statements for our company’s fiscal year ended September 
30, prepared in the usual manner by independent public accountants, follow. 
Earnings per share of common stock were $1.87, as compared with $1.25 last 
year, $1.87 for 1937. 

Your company’s sales were more than three million dollars higher than 
in the previous year, although the number of stores operated was 493, as com¬ 
pared with 509 last year. A number of stores were opened during the year 
at excellent locations. Our largest Chicago store at the corner of State and 
Randolph Streets, was closed in April. It will soon reopen, occupying larger 
and better space in the newly erected building. The remainder of the decrease 
in the number of stores is accounted for by our consolidation of overlapping 
units, together with the elimination of certain unprofitable ones. 

New drug stores will shortly be opened at Albuquerque, New Mexico; 
Birmingham, Alabama; Greensboro, North Carolina; Holyoke, Massachusetts; 
Cleveland, Ohio; and other points. 

Because of ill health, my father, who was the founder of the business, felt 
it necessary to resign the Presidency of our company, in August. Your Board 
of Directors by unanimous action elected him Chairman of the Board, Mr. 
Justin W. Dart, General Manager, and me President. All of your Directors, 
including those mentioned, have long been in the business in executive capacities 
and have been actively associated with it for periods ranging from ten to well 
over twenty years. 


I believe that the morale and efficiency of our company are excellent. We 
shall continue our best efforts to maintain and, if possible, increase them.
